requrreth that a great number of our Subiects, not only Hoble men. 
© land others attending Our ſeruite, but others foz their neceſſary otta⸗ 
ons hall frequent thoſe places, where in Our Royall Perſon wee

— — with reaſonable pꝛofit, in pttering, and ſelling of Tlictuall within Our 
Dominions, and ſpecially within the Ucrge of Dur houſhold, vnlawfully cract and demand vn- 
reaſonable and ertreamep2'525fo2 Utctuals, Hoꝛſe meat, Lodging/ and other neccſaries, aboue 
the p2tzes they were ſold at befoze Our tomming to thoſe parts. And foꝛ that it appcareth that of 
late moꝛe extreame cxraction is vled by tizctozecſaid Utctuallers, and others, towards Our Ser- 
uants, Traine # Suiters, attending Our Court, whereſoeuer we make Our abode,then hereto- 
foꝛe hath beene, nothingreſpecting Our Pꝛerogatiue, no? the Lawesof Our Realme. There⸗ 
foꝛe Our will and pleaſure is, and bythe aduice of ſome of the Loꝛds, and others of Dur Pztnie 
Councell, Mee doe hereby ſtraightly charge and command, that all perſons doe obey, and keepe 
all ſuch pꝛizes, as is and ſhall bee pꝛiʒed, aſſeſſed, and rated by the Clerke of the market of Our 
houſhold, oz his lawfull Deputy. vpon the pꝛeſentment of Juroꝛs, by vertue of his Office lwome 
and charged from time to time, as well within Libertics as without, within the Uerge of Our 
houſhold, which rates and pꝛizes We will not only ſhall be certified by our ſatd Clerke ofthe mars 
ket, oꝛ his Deputy, into Pur Counting-houſe, but alſo fixed and let vpon the gates of Our Court, 
and other places within the Uerge, as well within Liberties as without, And that no maner of 
perſon oꝛ perſons, of what eſtate oz degree ſotuer he oꝛ they be, doe in any wiſe aske, demand, take, 
receine,o2 pay moꝛe foꝛ Cone, Uittuals, Hoꝛſe- meat, Lodging, oꝛ any other ſuch thing, then after 
the rate and foꝛme afozeſatd, vpon paine of impaiſonment, fine, and ſuch further puniſhment that 


ſhallthereof follow. 
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And m32eouer Wee doe ſtraightly charge and command, that no manner of perſon o2 perſons 
ttow viing, oꝛ Which accuſtomably haue vſed, oꝛ ſhall vſe, oꝛ of right ought to vſe to ſerne any 
City, Boꝛrough, Towne oꝛ other plate, where Our repoſe 02 reſidence ſhall be, o2 elſewhere 
within the Uerge of Our houſhold, either within liberttes oz without, with any kind of Cozne 


02 Uictualls oꝛ other neceſſaries, either vpon the Market day, oꝛ at any other time, (hall be anp, 


thing the moꝛe remiſle oꝛ ſlacke in bꝛmging oz ſelling their Pꝛouiſion, then they oꝛ any o them 
heretofoze haue beene, no2 (hall vſe any colour of craft either in hiding, oꝛ laying aſide their 
Coꝛne, Uictualls, Hozſe-meat, Lodgings, oz any other ſuch neceſſaries, whereby the Pꝛouiſſon 
of the Market may be dimintſhed, o2 Wee and Dur Sernants and other Subiects ſhould not 
bee al well ſerued, and as plenteouſly furniſhed in euerp behalfe as it was befoze, oz of right 
ought to haue beene, in defraude of this Our Oꝛdinante. 

And further moꝛe, We ſtraightly charge and command all Our Officersof Our Gzeenecloth, 
Dur Juſtices of peace, Dur Clerke of the Market, his Deputic| ie 02 Deputies, Maioꝛs, Bay 
lis, Sheriffs, Conſtables, all other Our Officers of Cities, Boꝛroughes, Townes, Hundzeds, 
and other places within the Uerge of Dur houſhold, Wwherclocuer the ſame (hall bee, al well 
within liberties as without, and euery of them from time to time, when and as often as ncede 
ch all require, to make diligent inqutrie of Coꝛne. Gzaine, and other victuall, that ſhall be hidden, 
02 withdꝛawne fromthe Markets. with purpoſe to increaſe the pꝛizes, and to cauſe the ſame to 
bee put to ſale by the owners thereof, And vpon complaint by any partie iuſtly made, euery of 
them within their authoꝛities foꝛthwith (hall endeauour themſelues to ſee (uſt puniſhment and 
due refoꝛmation ofthe pꝛemiſſes againſt ſuch perſon oꝛ perſons, as ſhall offend herein, accozding 


to Juſtice.
